IS PLEASED WITH RECEPTION 


Charleston, 8S. C., April 8.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is the guest of honor of 
Charleston. He arrived at Charleston this 
morning, left the train in the suburbs, and 
spent the greater portion of the day at the 
naval station and on board a revenue cutter. 
Late this afternoon he entered the city and 
passed between dense lines of cheering citi- 
zens, who extended to him the noisiest and 
most enthusiastic greeting the city has ex- 
tended to any visitor in the last decade. 


Tonight the President spoke at a banquet. 


_given in his honor, and for nearly an hour 
the leading men of the State and city ap- 
plauded him. He spoke of South Carolina, 
of Charleston, telling his admiration for the 
State and city, and his wonder at the steady 
development of manufactures in them. 

Touching on the Spanish war, he declared 
it had erased all sectional feeling in the 
United States, and men who fought with 
Lee cheered. He spoke of Cuba, of the duty 
of this country to aid the new republic, and 
he thanked the people“of Charleston for in- 
cluding Cuba and Porto Rico in the scheme 
of the exposition, and every remark was fol- 
lowed by an outburst of cheering. It is 
doubtful if Chaneston ever gave any man 
such enthusiastic attention. 


Speech of the President. 


The banquet at the Charleston Hotel to-: 


night was a fitting close to a day full of inci- 
dents, and served to gather together men 
prominent in the affairs of the State to greet 
the President.

‘*Mr. Mayor, and You, My Hosts and My 
Fellow-American Citizens: I should indeed 
be but a poor American myself if I were not 
deeply touched and gratified by the way you 
have greeted me today in this your beautiful 
city, and of course I feel at home here, I 
think an American who is worth his salt has

* Around this table I see many men who 
took part in the great war, The war in 
which the younger among us here took part 
was a little one, because it did not have 
to be any bigger. But it had one thoroughly 
good effect—it put the cap on the structure 
that had been building while we were al- 
most unconscious of it, and it taught us how 
thoroughly at one we were. When we got 
through that war it did not make a bit of 
difference to us whether it was an Admiral

A kidnaping in crowded La Salle street 
in broad daylight is the latest charge to pile 
up against Constable Dickie”’ Dean and 
his crowd. The victim was an able-bodied

The charge is incidental to a war which 
‘the constables and detectives are waging 
on each other. Some are getting out of jail, 
others are trying to keep out, and the rest 


| are hunting for each other with warrants in 


their pockets. 

The agents of the law have fallen out over 
the slot machine “ graft."” Dean and hia 
crowd are said to have embarked in a new 
line of enterprise, by which for $3 a week 
‘* protection ’’ is granted the owners of the 
gambling devices. Dean, it is said, agrees 
not only to refrain from seizing the property 


from doing so. | 


Dean Starts the Trouble. 

The feud started with the attempt of Dean 
to arrest a number of constables and private 
detectives on a warrant sworn out by “ Ed 
Eaton,” alleged to be a saloonkeeper at 
Madison street and California avenue, before 
Justice Chott, charging “ larceny of amuse- 
ment device,”’ by which, the accused say, is 
‘meant a slot machine. | 

Constables Thomas Sweeney, Thomas Don- 
ough, and Private Detective Thomas Reed 
already have been arrested on charges of lar- 
ceny and have given bonds before Justice 
Chott. -A warrant is out for the arrest of 
Constable William Luddy and counter war- 
rants for a number of constables associated 
with Dean and for Dean himself. The casé 
against Sweeney, Donough,,and Reed will be 
heard tomorrow by Justice Chott.

+ Reed, the private detective. Reed was taken 
in La Salle street Saturday morning by Dean 
himself. He says that Dean drew a revolver 
and shoved it against his side, telling him to 
“keep his mouth shut.”” Then he dragged 
him into the office of his agency in La Sallie 
street. 

“‘ After they got me up-stairs Dean hit me 
a blow in the neck,’ declares Reed. “I 
asked what I was arrested for and he said 
‘larceny of a slot machine.’ Two or three 
other men in the office drew guns and Dean 
told one of them to search me. I asked to 
be allowed to call up the law firm for which 
I was working and get bond. Dean would not 
let me. Then he gaye mé to Constable 
Havey and I was taken over to Justice 
Chott. 

“On the way over on the car I saw a de- 
tective from ‘Central’ that I knew and I 
managed to write on a card: *‘ Dean's 
crowd’s got me. Tell my attorneys, Gibbs 
& Gibbs.’ I slipped the card to him and he 
got off the car. But I didn’t know where 
they were going to take me and I eould not 
tell him. Dean had told me that if I made 
a noise they would fill me full of lead. 


Away to Jail. 

‘“*I was taken over to Chott and in abouta 
minute the mittimus was filled out. I asked 
Chott if I could telephone to my attorneys. 
He said that was the officer’s business. Har- 
vey said I couldn't. 

“Then they put me on the car again and 
took me to the County Jail. I tried to get 
messages sent to Gibbs, but the ‘ trusties’ 
to whom I gave the money and the notes 
never delivered them. I would be in jail yet 
it I had not known some of the guards.”” | 

While Reed was trying to get word to the 
lawyefs, they, having received his note, were 
trying to locate him without succeeding until 
Monday afternoon, 


Legal Aspect of It. 

Attorney Gibbs says that Justice Chott 
told Reed, and afterwards told him, that the 
arrest was “for larceny of a slot machine.”’ 

‘‘ A gambling device has no standing in the 
law,’ said Gibbs, “and the justice should 
have known that a warrant could not be 
made out for the arrest of a man who had 
taken it. When Reed was arrested Dean 

‘pulled a bit of dirty paper on him and told 
him it was a warrant charging him with 
larceny of aslot machine. The justice seems 
to have awakened, however, for the warrant 
now reads for larceny of ‘ an amusement de- 
vice.’ ve 

When Constable Sweeney learned yester- 

day that there was a warrant against him 

he called up Chott’s court and asked what 
the charge was. 

“They told me it was larceny of a slot ma- 

chine,” he said. 

Then he went over to the court with At- 
torney Biggs as bondsman. 


Some “Inside” Knowledge. 

Constable Sweeney declares that even the 
city detectives do not interfere with slot ma- 
chines operated in Madison street west of 
Western avenue, or in Lake street. 

“There are lots of them out there, and 
they are never bothered,” he said. “ When 
Dean gets hold of a fellow, though, he has 
got to put up the $3 a week or lose his ma- 
chine. Dean is working with one of the com- 
panies which manufacture the machines.”’

The General has acceded to the reiterated 
requests of the Governor for his resignation, 
and a laconic letter of three lines has put 
Governor Yates in possession of the coveted 
document. It was accepted yesterday, and 
Colonel George M. Moulton, Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Governor’s personal staff, was 
appointed to the vacancy. 

Not because General Fitz-Simons was in

_ Governor Yates wrote once suggesting the 
advisability of General Fitz-Simons resign- 
ing. This was a voluminous letter, in which 
the Governor explained his reasons at length.

‘‘General Charles Fitz-Simons, Chicago, 
Ill.—Sir: I am in receipt of your favor of 
recent date, in which you refer to the fact 
that you recently signed an open or public 
letter to L. Y. Sherman, and in which you 
further say that you had no thought when 
so doing of reflecting upon the present 
State administration, and that you are out 
of politics and propose to keep out. 

“I note that you say that you are not in 
politics. There can possibly be no valid ob- 
jection to your being in politics, Certainly 
your appointment does not disfranchise you, 
and, while you would have no right to use 
your Official position as Brigadier General to 
help a candidate, you have absolutely the 
right fo support, as an individual American 
‘citizen, any candidate you desire. At least 
one member of my personal military staff 
is supporting Senator Mason. He ought to 
do so. He would be ungrateful if he did not 
do so. Senator Mason has been his friend. 
It was upon Senator Mason's request that 
I appointed him. But support of @ candidate 
for Senator is one thing, and to attempt to 
bring discredit upon the administration of 
which you are a part is quite another.

Washington, D. C,, April 8.—[Special.]—By 
the decisive majority of ninety-seven the 
House today voted to take up for considera- 
tion the Cuban reciprocity bill. The vote 
was by no means on party lines, the roll-call 
showing that thirty-nine Republicans voted 
against consideration, but this defection was 
more than overcome by sixty-three Demo- 
crats who voted with the Republicans. 

Chairman Payne. moved to go into the 
committee of the whole for consideration of 
the reciprocity bill, and on a viva voce vote 
the motion appeared to be lost. Ona division, 
however, the motion was carried by @ vote 
of 107 to 102, a majority of five, but on the 
roll-call the motion was carried by 177 to 80. 
Of the 177 affirmative votes, 114 were cast 


by Republicans and sixty-three by Demo--: 


crats, and of the eighty negative votes thir- 
ty-nine were cast by Republicans and forty- 
one by Democrats.

The event had been heralded throughout 
northern Indiana. A 500-foot seine had been 
made to order. The staunch boat “ Mud 
Hook ’’ had been chartered: Dozens of bar- 
rela had been secured in which to keep the 
fish. The fishing party was better advertised 
than the coming of a circus. 


Scientists Lend a Hand. 

The University of Indiana and the Field 
Columbian Museum became interested in 
the possibilities of of securing many speci- 
mens of fresh water fish. The former sent . 
Professor W. J. Moenkhaus, while Professor 
S. E. Meek represented the museum. All 
the natives for miles around “ knocked off 
work ”’ for a day to be present at the great 
haul. Farmers brought their wagons to 
carry away the dead fish for use as a fer- 
tilizer. 

Under the direction of Deputy State Game 
Warden George Davis of Lowell, Ind., the 
fishermen and scientists were called together 
on the banks of the lake early in the morn- 
ing. Each man was told his duties. They 
prepared to make ready the seine. It was 
hauled out on a wagon. Long ropes were 
attached to it. Some one suggested sinkers 
for the net. The professors in the party ex- 
plained in long words why it would not sink 
without leads. An old fisherman came to 
the rescue and loaned the “ official fishing 
party ’’ his collection. ) 

Towards noon the announcement was made 
that all was in readinese for the casting of 
the seine. Six sturdy oarsmen clambered 
in the “ Mud Hook.” Then the seine was | 
loaded in the stern. Out they went to sea. 

The boatmen made a circle out in the lake 
about a quarter of a mile. The net was set 
in the shape of a horseshoe. Then they re- 
turned to shore. At the signal of the State 
game warden all hands laid hold of the two 
ropes. The excitement was intense. Small 
boys could not content themselves on the 
bank. They waded in the shallow water. 
All the spectators held their breath. The 
scientists rubbed their eyeglasses and peered 
into the net. 

Boy Grabs the “ Catch.” 

With a final pull the net was clear of the 
water. Not a word was spoken. Not 6 
professor or a fisherman moved. Even the 
waves of the lake appeared to become atilled. 
Then “ Bennie” Bardell, an 8-year-old boy; 
darted to the net and grabbed a little croppie. 
It was three inches long. 

*« Throw that back in the lake,’’ command- 


boy started off with the fish. Back into 
the water went the “catch.”” The fishing 
party adjourned for the day ineilence. The 
natives explained that the “ wind was in the 
wrong direction’ and the “ water was too 
cold.”’ The scientists opened their “ fish "’ 
books to learn if the excuses were logical. 

*“ But,” declared Game Warden Davis, “‘ we 
will try it again tomorrow. This is only a 
trial. Our job will take ten days or two 
weeks. The weather was bad.”’

The 20 per.cent re- 
duction would save the planters from bank- 
ruptcy until the removal of the bounty sys- 
tem-in Europe, which the Brussels confer- 
ence abolished, to take effect on Sept. 1, 1908, 
It was hoped that.this would result in the 
return of sugar to its normal price. 


No American Industry in Danger. 


‘Mr. Payne ‘declared he had not been ready - 


to make this concession until he became con- 
vinced that it would injure no American in- 
dustry. He charged that a portion of the 
opposition to this bill was in reality seeking 
to bring about free trade with Cuba. 
A report. from Governor Wood which 
showed that up to April 2 there had been 
ground 584,259 tons, of which the trust held 
options on 8,285 tons, other Americans 2,195 
tons, and 25,646 tons had been exported to 
the United States, was produced by Mr. 
Payne. The remainder, General Wood re- 
ported, was held by Cuban planters of com- 
mission houses, That sugar, Mr. Paynesaid, 
was being held by the Cubans, awaiting ac+ 
tion by Congress. ; 


Questioned Regarding Sugar Trust. 

‘“‘Is it not also fair to assume,” interposed 
W. A. Smith of Michigan, ‘‘ that the sugar 
trust, which is the principal customer of the 
Cuban planters, is also holding off, awaiting 
action by Congress ?’’ 

Mr. Payne said he could not be prevented 
from trying to help Cuba by fear af the sugar 
trust. He then turned his attention to the 
benefits which would accrue to the United 
States. He said it had been predicted that 
in a few years this country would have the 
bulk of the Cuban trade, and that exportsto 
that country would reach $200,000,000. He 
also dwelt upon the other advantages—the 
exclusion of cheap labor from Cuba by the 
enactment of the United States immigration 
and labor laws. 

‘Do you propose to treat Cuba ae if she 
were a part of the United States?”’ asked Mr. 
Lioyd of Missouri. 

“Cuba is not now a part of the United 
States,’’ replied Mr. Payne. ‘I do not want 
her to be, but I believe she will be, and/so 
beHeving, I am in favor of preparing her as 
best we can for the day of her incorporation 
within our limits.”’ 


Former Speech Is Quoted. 

W. A. Smith created some amusement by 
springing on Mr. Payne an extract from a 
speech made by Mr. Payne during the con- 
sideration of the Dingley bill, when Mr, 
Payne said that if the beet sugar industry 
were established in this country the tariff 
would not be disturbed for twenty-five 
years. “‘ We took you at your word,” said 
Mr. Smith, “ and we invested $10,000,000 In 
Michigan in the industry.” 

Mr. McClellan of New York, a member of 
the Ways and Means committee, who favors 
a greater concession to Cuba than is granted 
by the bill, followed. In arguing the obliga- 
tions of the United States to relieve the 
present distress in Cuba, and of the nation’s 
duty to start the new, republic under the 
most favorable auspices, Mr. McClellan told 
of the interview between President McKin- 


ley and the Cyban commissioners when the | 


President advised them to return to Cuba 
and secure the acceptance of the Platt. 
amendment. 

“ President McKinley,’’ said he, ™ told 
them he could make no promises, but he 
asked them to trust the United States. We 
can pay no higher tribute to the martyred 
President’s memory than to show here thag 
in his estimate of his try and his coune 
trymen he was not mistaken.”

CULLOM FIGHTS CHINESE BILL. 


_Tilinois Senator Declares Proposed Ex- 
clusion Bill Violates Terms of 
Treaty with the Empire. 


Washington, D. C., April 8.—A vigorous 
protest was made in the Senate today by Mr. 
Cullom of Illinois against the passage of the 
Chinese exclusion bill in its present form. 
Coming from the chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations the protest made a deep 
impression on the Senate. Mr. Cullom said: 

™ Personally, I am in favor of an absolute 
exciusion of Chinese laborers, in the o#di- 
mary meaning of that word, and the proper 
enforcement of our present laws, and it 
seems to me that those laws are amply suffi- 
cient. I do not think it would be wise for us 
to pass the bill under consideration, because 
ZI eonsider many provisions of that bill to be 
Violations of our treaty relations with China. 

“If China should decline to enter into a 
mew treaty of this character we might then 
be justified in going ahead and passing any 
Jaw on the subject of Chinese immigration 
jwe choose.”’ 

Mr. Patterson of Colorado and Perkins of 
California supported the pending bill, main- 
taining that in no way did it contravene exist- 
ing treaties, as by the convention of 184 
Cittina had agreed that Chinese laborers 
should be excluded from this country. The 
Dill was drastic in its provisions, they ad- 
mitted, but no more so than was necessary 
to eliminate the possibility of fraud.

Washington, D. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
High praise was given the Filipino people 
today by General MacArthur in his testi- 
mony before the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines. American ideas, the General 
said, would win the natives, as such theories 
agreed with their own ambitions und hopes. 
_ He believed, he added, that when the Phil- 

ippine people come to realize the mission of 
the American people among them, and that 
they were a chosen people for the dissemi- 
mation of American ideas, they would rally 
to this inspiring thought and cheerfully fol- 
and support the American flag. 

Concerning the conduct of the war he said 
he doubted whether any war of modern 
times had been conducted with as much hu- 
manity and self-restraint.

“These and similar reasons will, I be- 
lieve, absolutely prevent consideration of the 
ehip subsidy bill until after the Congressional 
elections, and unless the steamship pool goes 
to pieces the House, in my opinion, will never 
pass a subsidy of the character indicated.”

PATRICK KEELEY DIES OF HURTS 


RECEIVED AT BLAZE. 


Member of Engine Company Goes to

’For a few minutes the five firemen on the 
escape were forgotten, while the unconscious 
form of Keeley wascarried to an ambulance.

COMES TO AN END 


Bricklayers Sever Relations 
- with Masons and Build- 
Association. 


STRIKE DEEMED LIKELY. 


Union Refuses to Enter Into 
Exclusive Agreement with 
Employers. 


ADOPTS NEW WAGE SCALE. 


The Bricklayers and Stonemasons’ union 
has severed all connection with the Masons 
and Builders’ association, and a strike order 
involving 3,800 men is tmminent. The joint 
arbitration board of the two, which was 
formed according to the agreement made at 
the close of the building trades lockout, has 
adjourned sine die. The union intends to 
revise its constitution, and by doing it de- 
mand an increase of five cents an hour, ac- 
cording to its by-laws, making the rate 55 
cents. 

The two rocks on which the Arbitration 
board split were an exclusive agreement and 
the five-cent increase. The employers’ as- 
sociation was willing to grant the new wage 
scale provided the men bound themselves 
to work for the members of the association 
and practically no others. This the men 
would not accept. 


Demand of the Employers. 


The agreement the employers wanted the 
men to adopt is-as follows: | 

‘“We, members of the Bricklayers and 
Stonemasons’ union No. 21 of the Bricklay- 
ers’ International union, decide that we will, 
as far as possible, work for only such em- 
ployers who have become parties to and 
will be governed by our arbitration and 
working rules.’”’ 

Last night the union formally broke all the 
existing contracts, according to its mem- 
bers’ point of view. | 

The constitution of the union provides a. 
wage scale of 50 cents an hour and requires 
a two weeks’ interval between the motions 
Last night the 
union, meeting at Bricklayers’ Hall, agreed 
tp change the scale from 50 to 55 and 60 
cents an hour, but until the two weeks have 
passed will work at the old rate. Then, if 
the new scale is not adopted by the employ- 
ers, a general strike will be called. 

‘‘It will be called if the agreement is not 
signed,’’ remarked President Corcoran last 
night. . ‘‘ This the employers may be willing 
to do, but I much doubt it. The situation is 
serious.” 

Demands Secretary’s Resignation. | 

Last night the Anti-Convict Labor league 
went after its secretary, Charles L. Field- 
stack, and demanded his resignation. Field- 
stack was accused of neglecting the work 
of his office and going to manufacturers 
for money contributions. He was attacked 
by Robert Noren, treasurer of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, and James H. Payne. 
Fieldstack demanded a committee investiga- 
tion, which was refused. 

James H. Payne stated that the league 
will begin a mandamus suit against Governor 
Yates to prevent his signing any more con- 
tracts, and that it would work in harmony 
with the Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
and the State Board of Arbitration. 


Offers $500 Reward. é 


Roused by the numerous assaults that 
have been made on its employés, the Allis- 
Chalmers company has offered a reward of 
$500 for evidence that will cause the arrest 
and conviction of any one guilty of injuring 
its men. The move is the culmination of a 
series of attacks alleged to have been made 
by union pickets within the last month in 
spite of the many city policemen and private 
detectives who are guarding the plants. The 
offer of reward has been posted in every 

olice station of the West Side and in the 

ntral detective headquarters. 


‘Women Profit by Strike. 

Yesterday a joint committee of the Build- 
ing Material Trades council and the Ma- 
chinists’ union closed the strike at the 
company, Clinton and 
Adams streets. The company agreed to 
allow the women and girls employed there 
to. arrive fift minutes later than the 
men, so as to give them a chance to dress 
for work, and to leave fifteen minutes earlier 
so as to give them the use of the dressing- 
rooms before the men take them. The wage 
scale was also raised, the women being given 
an increase of $1 per week, making their 
total wage $4 for that period of time. 


Ice Cream Men to Organize. 

The men who freeze ice cream and those 
who drive the ice creafm delivery wagon are 
about to organize a union. The men com- 
plain of the long hours during the summer 
time, and want their work systematized. 
they also want a ‘marked increase in wages, 
claiming that when work is slight they re- 
ceive a fair scale of pay, but that when 
work is hard and overtime required they are 
allowed nothing for it. C. L. Fieldstack is 
in charge of the organization, and will cail 
the first meeting within a few days.

Waller Declares General Smith Ordered 
Him to Spare No Native Over 
Ten Years Old.

Kill every native over 10 years 
old.”’ ,

testified that he had overheard General 
Smith's order to kill and burn just after the 
Balangiga massactfe.

ordered Major Waller to kill all natives over 
10 years of age. Major Waller, he added, 
did not agree with the order, and he ordered 
Captain Porter not to kill old men, women, 
and children.

EARL OF KIMBERLEY DEAD. 


British Statesman Who Held Positions 
of Honor and Trust for Many 
Years Passes Away.

ley, leader of the Liberals in the House of 
Lords, who had been ill for some time past, 
died today. 


John Wodehouse, first Earl of Kimberley, 
was the eldest son of the Hon. Henry Wode- 
house, and was born in London Jan. 7, 1826. 
He was educated at Christ Church College, 
Oxford, graduating in 1847, in which year he 
was married to Florence, eldest daughter of 
the third Earl of Clare. 

Entering the diplomatic service he became 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs in 1852, 
and served four years. From 1856 to 1858 he 
was envoy extraordinary to Russia. In 1863 
he was sent to Copenhagen on a special mis- 
sion, and the following year became Under 
Secretary at the India office. 

At one time or other he occupied almost all 
the senior Seeretaryships of State under Mr. 
Gladstone's various Liberal governments, 
and he became Foreign Secretary when Lord 
Rosebery succeeded Mr. Gladstone as Pre- 
mier in 1894. After Lord Rosebery withdrew

Consider, for instance, the experi- 
ments the German scientist Loeffler has been 
making with regard to the cure of cancer. 
The first two in Dr. Loeffier’s problem was 
this: Hippocrates has left the observation 
that people troubled with the “ falling sick- 
ness *’ were cured of it when they contracted 
the “quartan fever,” which is supposed to 
be malaria. The second two was this: It 
has been noticed in modern times that can- 
cer does not attack people who live in dis- 
tricts where malaria is endemic. Putting 
these bits of information together, Dr. Loef- 
flier said: Why not cure cancer by inducing 
malaria? According to the German papers 
the experiments made in the attempt to se- 
cure an answer to this question promise good 
results. Persons who have cancer can be 
given malaria either by injecting the blood 
of a malarious patient into their veins or by 
exposing them to the sting of mosquitoes 
which are malariously infected. This being 
done, as the aria develops the cancer 
declines. There are few persons who would 
not be willing to make the exchange. It is 
@ cage not of out of the frying pan into the 
fire, but rather of out of the fire into the fry-/ 
ing pan.

House of Representatives and is breaking down 
all of the powers and the principles upon which 
it was builded.’’ 


Senators are not given to complimenting 
the House, nor Representatives the Senate. 


of the spirit of Senatorial , superiority. 
Still, they contain more truth than is pleas- 
ing. 

The House is not a true representative 
assembly at present. There haye been times 
when it was led in a dictatorial fashion 
by a man of marked ability and energy. 
John Randolph was the leader once. Henry 
Clay was once. But the day of the parlia- 
mentary leader who ruled by virtue of 
statesmanship, eloquence, and vigor has 
gone by. His office has been put into com- 
mission. A coterie, a clique—a trust if the 
word be preferred—com posed of a few mem- 
bers of the dominant party, rules with al- 
most despotic power, A rebellion against 
its authority is rare, for the punishment 
inflicted on rebels is severe and lasting. _ 

The legislative trust determines what 
measures shall. be passed and what meas- 
ures shall be defeated or shelved. It de 
cides whether a measure it concludes to 
bring before the House shall be subject to 
amendment or shall be passed as the trust 
bas written it. It decides how long the 
bill shall be debated. The speaker, who is 
the chairman of the legislative trust, is 
the one without whose recognition no Rep- 
resentative can address his colleagues, his 
constituents, and the country. The Repre- 
sentative to whom the Speaker's eyes are 
blind and his ears closed must sit silent. 
Whoever wishes to address the House must 
make previous/application to the Speaker. 
If the applicant be on the Speaker’s black 
list he is not permitted to take the fléor.

The South Carolina islature pecently 
passed a law which ma far towards re- 
ducing the number of lyychings in the South, 
should other States where lynchings mostly 
occur enact the same legislation. Under 
this law the Circuit Courts are authorized 
te special sessions for the trial of 
sons charged with criminal assault. The 
first case under the law was tried’ in 
Florence County on March 31. | 
A negro was arrested for the crime above 
mentioned and taken to the county jail. 
The crowd was clamorous for lynching him, 
but the authorities convened a special ses- 
sion of the court on Monday morning, the 
Sist ult. Im a half hour’s time a speci! 
grand jury bad returned an indictment. Ali 
the preliminaries of trial were settled with- 
out delay. The prisoner ‘had competent 
counsel appointed for him and every bene- 
fit of court. He was clearly proved guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged on April 25. 
The usual excuse for lynching is the un- 
certainty and delay of justice in the courts. 
No such charge could apply to this case. 
In a few hours the wretch was tried, proved 
guilty, and sentenced to be hanged. . He 
had every privilege the law concedes to a 
man charged with crime and every detail 
of his trial was in compliance with: 
The swiftness and certainty of justice in 
this case were apparent even to those who 
bf@d been most im favor of lynching the 
prisoner. They expressed their entire satis- 
faction with the proceeding. It is now safe 
te e that there will be few lynchings 
in Roath Carolina after such an object les- 
son in. the operation of justice under the new 
law as that in Florence County, and if in 
Florence ‘County, 8.

And again: “ The State might 
perhaps erect a monument to an idea, toa 
principle, but it has no business going into 
the mortuary monument business when the 
dead man has friends who are perfectly 
able to meet all the expenses.” Of course, if 
the suggestions were generally carried out 
there would be fewer statues, but there 
would be compensation for this in the fact 
there would be fewer bad statues. The 
good statues, like angels’ visits, are few 
and far between. The bad statues are 
everywhere. Why should the State spend 
the money of the taxpayers to add to the 
number—for the statues secured by State 
appropriations are usually the bad ones. 
There is one exception to this general rule, 
In the case of a great national hero like 
Lincoln or Washington there could be no 
objection to Congressional appropriation 
for a statue, provided the conditions were 
such as to secure artistic work, but even in 


such a case a memoria! set up by voluntary | 


popular contribution would be preferable. 
But in the case of persons of State or purely 
local fame, if their friends wish statues 
erected as memorials of them they should 
foot the bills and not expect the whole peo- 
ple to contribute. Under any circumstances 
there is no danger of a statuary famine. 
What with individual gifts and bequests and 
collective contributions of societies, cor- 
porations, and local communities the supply 
of good, bad, and indifferent statues will 
be kept up. There is no need for the State 
to add to the number. There is greater 
need for competent judges to examine the 
stock on hand and see how many are candi- 
dates for the dump or melting pot. 


VIRGINIA FOLLOWS ALABAMA. 
‘The Virginia constitutional convention 
has determined that illiterate blacks shall 
not be permitted to vote in that State, but 
that illiterate whites shall be allowed to do 
so. It has taken the convention many 
months to reach a conclusion which the 
constitutional convention of many other 
Southern States reached immediately. The 
Virginians were slower to act than the 
Alabamians or the Mississippians, either 
because there is not so large a percentage 
of negroes in their State’ as in the gulf 
States or because they’ had more tender 
consciences and found it difficult to recon- 
cile with their theories of justice the ex~ 
clusion of illiterates of one color and the 
inclusion of illiterates of another color. 

There are in the Virginia convention some 
men who have fought hard in behalf of an 
equitable suffrage provision. They have- 


beep willing to disfranchise ignorance, but. 


they have pleaded for the disfranchisement 
of white as well as of black ignorance. 
They have contended that the ignorant 
white is a menace to good government if 


the ignorant black is. Dr. McIlwaine, the: 


President of Hampden-Sidney College, il- 
lustrated this by a comparison of two Con- 
gressional districts. One of them is a white 
district with a large percentage of whites 
who cannot read or write, and the other a 
black district with a large percentage of 
blacks who are illiterate. As might be ex- 
pected, there is a bad state of things in 
‘morals and in economic conditions in both 
districts, but the white district is the worse 
of the two. : 

All the efforts of the minority which 
asked for a uniform suffrage provision were 
fruitless. There is to be an educational 
qualification, but for two years it will be 
modified by an “ understanding ” provision. 
Every illiterate person who is able to con- 
vince the registration judges that he under- 
stands some clause of the constitution which 
they may read him is entitled to registra- 
tion. Under this clause the illiterate whites 
will be let in and allowed to stay in, while 
the illiterate blacks will be kept out. 

There were hopes at one time that Vir- 
ginia would deal more honestly with this 
suffrage question than have some other 
Southern States. These hopes have been 
disappointed, 


COMPETING TELEPHONE COMPANIES, 

The independent telephone companies of 
the United States are about to consolidate. 
They came into existence to compete with 
the Bell Telephone company. ‘The inde- 
pendent companies soon learned that they 
would have to act together in order to com- 
pete successfully. The independent com- 
pany im one small city established a con- 
nection with a similar company in a neigh- 
boring city. State associations were or- 
ganized and the associations combined. The

After an absence of t two years Adolph von | 


Sonnenthal, the greatest living exponent of 
German dramatic art, returned to Chicago 
yesterday morning, and in the evening opened 
his special engagement with Heinrich Con- 
ried's Irving Place Theater company at 
Powers’ Theater before a small but appre- 
clative audience. It is, indeed, a cause for 
sincere regret that unfavorable circum- 


stances prevented the attendance of an au- 


dience so large as the occasion deserved. 
The play which had been chosen for the first 
appearance of Mr. Sonnenthal was Nathan 
der Welise,’’ that grand and imperishable 
sermon of universal love and _ toleration, 


which will live forever, a monument of class- 


ical beauty to Gotthold Ephraim Lessing, 
its author. After having seen Mr. Sonnen- 
thal in the part of Nathan one can under- 
stand and appreciate the feelings of the Ger- 
man critics, who, with remarkable unan- 


‘{mity, pronounced his impersonation of that 


part the greatest triumph of dramatic art. 
It is a far cry from the art of Adolph von 
Sonnenthal to that of most of the promi- 
nent actors of the English or American 
stage. If there is anything to convince the 
doubter it is Mr. Sonnenthal’s interpretation 
of the character of Nathan. There is nota 
flaw in his work from beginning to end. He 
makes one forget that he is only acting the 
part, so perfectly does he identify his own 
personality with the character of the role. 
His Nathan is noble and dignified, a wise 
man with a great heart, which beats in syim- 
pathy with humanity and embraces all with 
loving tolerance. It is an ideal character 
created by Lessing to represent the true 
philosophy of toleration, and as such ia it 
interpreted by the great actor. But his 
Nathan is not a mere abstraction; It is a be- 
ing of flesh and blood, full of life and action. 
Perhaps nothing shows clearer the art of 
Mr. Sonnenthal than the masterly, though 
slight and delicate, touches by which he im- 
parted color to his creation and emphasized 
the Oriental origin of the merchant-philoso- 
pher of Jerusalem. His great scene with. 
Saladin, where he tells the famous story of 
the three rings, is a monument to the high- 
est type of dramatic art i eat ever 
reached in any country. —

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Private elevator owners yesterday discov- 
ered they were being discriminated against 
seriously in the proposed car service rules 
for grains, a resolution for the adoption of 
which is now pending before the General 
Managers’ association of Chicago, and had 
previously been approved by the Trans- 
portation committee of the Board of Trade. 
The proposed rules provide that: “ Forty- 
eight hours shall be given for unloading cars; 
grain ordered to elevators on the tracks of 
the roads bringing it in will not be subject 
to car service rules until ten days expire; 
grain from connecting lines consigned or 
ordered to elevators will be held ten days 
free of charge; grain from connecting lines 
held for disposition will be given forty-eight 
hours; grain ordered to elevators made regu- 
lar by the rules of the Board of Trade will 
not ‘be subject to car service rules; grain 
loaded at elevators will be allowed forty- 
eight hours’ free time for placing billing 
directions with billing agents.”’ 

The private warehouse men immediately 
got busy preparing a petition to the directors, 
signed by every house in the trade, asking 
for immediate action by the Transportation 
committee to remedy theinjustice. The peti- 
tion was referred to that committee, but 
‘Chairman Chadwick had already called a 
meeting for 8 o’clock on Thursday to con- 
sider the matter. | | 

“ Chicago is already discriminated against 
in favor of other points,’’ said W. Kenny. 
Mitchell of the Calumet Grain and Elevator 
company, “and now it is proposed to make 
the situation still worse by discriminating 
against the private elevators in favor of 
public houses. The result would be to drive 
still more grain business away from Chicago 
and that ought not to be the desire, either 
of the Transportation committee or the 
Board of Trade. Competing with Chicago 
for the handling of Western grain are junc- 
tion points south of us and Milwaukee and 
Manitowoc north of us. They have no Trans- 
portation committees and settle with the 
Western roads on a through lake and rail 
rate. We have to pay ona local proportional 
amounting to 8-10c to 6-l0¢ more and our 
money is tied up until the grain is shipped 
East. Now the Transportation committee 
has advocated a rule whereby grain ordered 
to regular elevators can stay out on track 
indefinitely, but if ordered to irregular ele- 
vyators must pay a demurrage after ten days. 
That means that in case of a car blockade, as 
happens frequently, 
would have to stop buying grain in the West 
as soon as their houses were full. Private 
houses have half the capacity of all the 
houses here and do as much for the n 
trade of Chicago as the public houses.. To 
arbitrarily limit the capacity for doing busi- 
ness would be an injustice to them and an 
injury to the Board of Trade and to the 
city. The rule would make no difference 
now, as there is little grain coming, but we 
do not expect such conditions to continue. 
The Calumet has had its houses filled to 
their capacity of 700,000 bu and twice that 
amount moving on cars, with no trouble, but 
under this rule a private warehouse man 
would have to stop buying when his house 
was full.’ 

Members of the Transportation committee 
edmit the injustice which would be worked 
by this rule to the proprietors of irregular 
elevators, but say some of them were pres- 
ent when the rule was discussed and made 
no objection. | | |

Kansas Crop Figures. 


The detailed report of the Kansas Sta 
Board of Agriculture shows that both 0 
dition figures, 70 and 74, were used. The 
higher figure applies to the entire remain- 
ing acreage, 4,802,934 acres, the lower one to 
the thirty counties which last year produced 
nearly four-fifths of the State’s 90,000,000 bu 
crop, and where it is reported 8,844,402 acres 
—78.9 per cent—will be left to mature. 

“This remainder in itself,’’ continues the 
report, with some interesting remarks as to 
the deceptive appearance of some fields, 
* constitutes a vast area of wheat, now past 
the perils of winter and at the threshold of 
April showers and eunshine, entitled to a 
highly respectable rating, together with 
credit for having afforded four or five months 
of opportune and luxuriant pasturage, of a 
value equal to or greater than the enttre cost 
of all the acres planted. There are, never- 
theless, from various localities reports of a 
deceptive, unexplained debility in the crowns 
and roots of plants quite green in flelds that 
earlier promised fairly well, but which rains 
and the season have not improved as would 
ordinarily be expected, and their permanent 
failure to rally as hoped would be something 
of a factor later. Doubtless considerable of 
the injury is attributable to overpasturing. 
Except the Hessian fly in two or three coun- 
tles mo insects are mentioned. In a large 
portion of the State the soil has at present 
abundant moisture, and the need of the 
wheat fields is warmth and sunshine.”
